They eharge that 
the defendant stockholders, having in 
cormtroil a majority of the stock, have com- 
bined together to prevent the - defeadant 
from casting his vote according to the stat- 
utes of the State or by the cumulative plan of 
voting. Now, ia determining this question 
its importance must be apparent. This great 
ralizoad system is now in ckaarge of the Court 
and the powers of the directors is unim- 
portant, but, sooner or later, the property 
will be turned over to its owners. 

„The plaintifis claim that the original 
charter has been modified by subsequent 
legislation. They also claim that Congress 
has absolute power over the Territory and 
that Congress admitted that power when the 
Territory was admitted as a State. 

Judge Foster then quoted numerous 
authorities to disprove the position assumed 
by the plaintiff's. He read from the original 
charter of the company the provision which 
says that every share of stock shall be en- 
title@ to one vote in persou er by proxy in 
the election of direetors. He then continued: 

**This clearly means that the vote shal! be 
cast onthe non-cumulative plan, and it has 
been repeatedly so held by courts. Itisa 
vested 8 right and no power is re- 
served inthe charter to any legislative or 
other power unless it would be found in some 
other act of tue Territory. 

The plaintiffs, in their complaint, allege 
that the Santa Fe company, im accepting the 
provisions of an act of the Legislature in 
1887 allowing the railroad eompany to in- 
crease its issue of stock, thereby brought 
the company fully underthe State’s enact. 
ments, regardless of its eharter. Judge 
Foster says this is only an implication, and 
unworthy of consideration when vested 
rights are considered. The court also 
dverred that Congress, in admitting Kansas 
as a State, could not interfere with the 
vested rights of the railroad gompany under 
its Territorial enarter.

France is in mourning. On an the public 
buildings flags are flying at half mast, 
Graped in blaek, and for once Casimir Fe- 
rier has risen to the occasion and adequately 
eXpressed the feelings of the nation. As 
oon as the Russian Embassy communicated 
the news he drove in state, attended by the 
‘oMecers of his household, to the Embassy and 
had a long conference with De Mohrenheim, 
the venerable diplomatist, to whose labors 
the present relations between France and 
Russia are so largely due. 

The solemn liturgy for the repose of the 
soul of the Emperor in the pretty Russian 
church was most interesting and pictur- 
esque, Perier looked digaified if not impus- 
ing; his gray bairand eyes of steel gave him 
the appearance of a soldier, which indeed he 
is. The ehurch was crowded and so was the 
street. The police had the greatest difficulty 
in keeping order. Women were weeping and 
neighboring houses were hung with Russian 
fags surmounted dy the Russian eagle and 
Graped in crepe. Nearly the entire Russian 
colony was present, all the ladies in deep 
mourning and most of the men in uniform of 
some sort. Towering above all was the gl. 
gantic Ogure of Count Orioff, seeond military 
attache, in his gorgeous white and gold uni- 
form ofthe Russian Horse Guards, By his 
side was the amiable Gen. Frederics, min- 
tary representative, who looked diminutive 
and dwarfed. The Count is one of the 
wealthiest members of an extremely wealthy 
Russian noble family, and is very popular in 
society here. The service was solemn and 
monotonous. The priests were in their 
mourning robes of black and silver and, as 
the Russian religion regards instrumental 
music as impious, the singing was unac- 
compaaied. The basses were treme sdous, 
but there was a sameness about it 
which was fatiguing. At the same 


time the melancholy effect produced was in 
keeping with the solemnity of the oceasion. 
The churen was properly orraamented with 
ete pictures and Ikons and gorgeoesly 
Icnted with wax candies, and the solemaity 
was accentuated by the sobbing of the con- 
gregation. Even many ofthe young men 
present had faces disfigured by weepiug, 
and although this was a full dress oficial 
ceremony, the uatidy and even disheveied 
appearance of many of those present bore 
evidence to the sincerity of their grief. 

As far as the French are coneerned, it 
would be idle to attempt to eonceal the fact 
that all thinking people are very anxious as 
to the probable policy of Nicholas II. Some 
unexpected move on the part of the mereu- 
rial German Emperor is feared, and every 
one wonders whether that enigmatical po- 
tentate will win the new Emperor over to an 
alliance and thus succeed in once more iso- 
lating France. Newspapers do not like to 
dwell on so unpleasant a possibility. they 
prefer to look at foreign affairs througfi rose. 
colored spectacies They say it is absurd to 
suppose that Nickolas will depart from the 
policy which has the saaction Of tradition. 

Catherine II., Alexanders I. and II. all fa - 
vored France more or less openly, but it was 
left for the late Czar to cement the friend- 
ship which had taken mere than a century 
to mature, and his som is not likely to reverse 
his father’s action, Nevertheless, the most 


foptimistic papers acknowledge that the 


Czar’s death is an irreparabie loss to France. 
He was an active power for peace in Europe, 
and it was possible that in any future eom- 
plications his voice would have been raised 
in favor of comciliation, and would have 
beer listened to, but to-day, say the papers, 
who is there in his place? The new Usar is 
only , aad has neither the experieace nor 
the authority of his father. His character is 
little Known. His advisers and friends are 
not more Known. He seems to have allowed 
himself to be entranced by the flattery of the 
Eaglish court. If he marries a grand-daugh- 
ter of the Queen he may suceumb to English 
influences as much as has the Germaa Em- 
P®ror. g

When the Post-Disrpatce began an agita- 
tion for cheaper bread anda uniform loaf, 
reference was made to the excellent law that 
has been adopted by the Municipal Connell 
of Ohicego for regulating the sale of bread 
in that city. A copy of the Ohicago ordi- 
nance was obtained to-day and is printed 
below. It may be helpful te tae Municipal 
Assembly of this eity. which meets next 
Friday after a long vacation and will proba- 
bly want to enact a similar law for the regu- 
ation of St. Louis bread bakers:

If one bakeris selling 22 ounées ofa good 
quality of bread for 5 @Cents and 
another baker is selling forthe same price 
a loaf thas, weighs only ounces, 
and is ot no better quality, then itis plain 
that thetpablic is being wroaged. A jaw 
that will reqsire ali kersto sell their 
bread by weightand require them to make 
their loaves uniform, sixteen ounces toa 
one-pound leaf and thirty-two ounces toa 
two-pound loaf, will goa loag ways toward 
correcting any wrong practices that may 
now exist and will bea safeguard for the 


consumer. We have very strict ordinances 
overning Weights and measures and 
f see no reason why the sale of 
bread should not be included 


with them, In fact i feel confident that a 
bread ordinance will be introduced in the 
City Coudcll, either at our next meeting or 
at some session in the very near futere, 
The Post-DisPaTcnu has certainly pointed out 
ina very convincing manner the neeessity 
for such a measure, and I would not de sur- 
prised if several different members of the 
Council had already preparedja bread ordl- 
nance with the intention of presenting it at 
the first opportunity. 

One of the largest bread bakers in the city, 
who asked that his name not De given, . 
ably because he is connected with the bread 
bakers’ association, said this morning that 
both he and a number of other large Dakers 
are in favor of munieipal legisiation that will 
regulate the weight of tae various size 
loaves, and he admitted thatat the present 
time there is a great deal of cheating being 
done by some of the bakers. the free use 
ofalum, which whitens the flour and forces 
fermentation, giving the bread a spongy 
character, loaves are made to look big, but 
when ut on the scales they weigh very 
much less than another baker’s loaf of ap- 
parentiy equal size.

Do not vote a straight ticket. Do not 
vote for an unfit candidate or a repre- 
sentative of corrupt bossism under any 
circumstances.

THE MADISON MONTE CARLO. ~ 


The gambling den being run at Madison, 
III., in open violation of law and with ap- 
parent connivance of the local authorities 
is a disgrace to the State of Illinois and a 
menace to the welfare, not only of the 
people of Madison and the surrounding 
country, but to the people of this city. 
The iniquities of this Monte Carlo 
which has been established at the gates of 
St. Louis were exposed in yesterday’s 
SuNDAY Post-DisPATcoH. Every form 
of gambling flourishes without check and 
without pretense of. secrecy. The entice- 
ment and ruin of youth, the robbery of 
those who are drawn into the den by love 
of gambling are publicly carried on under 
the eyes of the officers of the law. 

This condition could not exist, the vio- 
lation of law and open villainy could not 
be committed, without corruption and the 
consent of the authorities, The whole 
story was told by one of the proprietors 
when he replied,in answer to the ques- 
tion of how it was done, We pay big for 
it.’’

CHEAP BREAD. 

The Post-DisPpaTou has presented facts 
showing not only that the price of bakers’ 
bread is too high, but that in addition to 
the excessive price light weight loaves are 
sold by some bakers. In a lot of Joaves 
Vought indiscriminately ,actual test on the 
scales showed that the weights varied from 
eleven to twenty-two and a half ounces. 
Thus two reforms are proved to be neces- 
sary—the reduction of the price of, bread 
and the protection of consumers from all 
opportunity for swindling in the sale of 
loaves under the proper standard of size 
and weight. It has been shown that 
cheaper bread will not deprive the baker 
of a reasonable profit. The cheapness of 
flour and other materials makes it impera- 
tive that the price of bread should come 
down or the weight and size of the loaves 
should go up. It is to the interest of 
bakers to meet the demand for cheaper 
bread, or their customers will be driven to 
the necessity of buying flour ‘and making 
their own bread. 

But it is also to the interest of the 
bakery trade that opportunity for swin- 
dling in weight be cut off. The honest 
baker suffers by such swindling. He suf- 
fers in competition and in this confidence of 
the public. The best way to prevent such 
swindling is found in the adoption of a 
law requiring the sale of bread by weight 
and the stamping of the weight on every 
loaf sold. Honorable bakers should join 
in an appeal to the Municipal Assembly 
for the adoption of a measure of this kind. 

With the cheapening of all other com- 
modities, cheap bread and an honest loaf 
are necessities. They are vital to the 
welfare of the people. They are demanded 
by the best interests of the bakery busi- 
ness. 3

The returns of deaths caused by wild 
animals in India continue to show a large 
increase, the fatalities from snake bite, as 


usual, heading the list. The Government 
of India observe that there seems no 
doubt that the changes and restrictions in 
the systems of rewards have disco 
the people who formerly made a systematic 
practice of hunting and killing isonous 
snakes. Yet the reason given for these 
nges was that people “went into the 
ungles and hunted for snakes, apparent- 
y, in places where it was highly improb- 
able that the snakes would ever cause loss 
to human life.“ The total mortality dur- 
ing the year from wild animals, exclusive 
of snakes, was 2,304, of which tigers were 
responsible for nearly 1,000 and leopards 
for 291. Wolves claimed 175 victims, heart 
121, elephants 68, hyenas 30, and other ani- 
unspecified 1,142. The total number 
of cattle killed was 90,253, an increase of 
9,000 over the previous year’s total.

EXAMINATION OF THE CHEESE. 

The cheese weighed 26.6 grains or about four-

I have seen men, women and children 
roused from their sleep by the hot breath of 
the destructive demon, rushing madly out 
into the night, forgetting ofteneven those 
nearest to them in thelr abgeet terrer. 
I have helped the firemea in their work in 
getting the helpless children out of the 
smoke-filled house, and myself carried an 
imperiled youngster down through the 
smoke, which threatened every minute to 
suffocate us both. 
I have seen the horror, misery and heroism 
that are associated with almost every fire in 
this great city. 
A strange place, pernaps, for a woman 
among a dozen stalwart men, and in the 
fire and smoke, the excitement and danger, 
the rush and roar of a tenement fre. 
Yes, I count the experience of those few 
nights as among the most valeable of my 
life. I wag taught a thousand lessons of the 
dangers that menace our tenement house 
poor. I saw human nature, both ia its worst 
and its best phases. I saw men, frantic with 
terror, leave wife and children to the mercy 
of flame and smeke, with only one mad de- 
sire—to get out of the reach of danger. I 
saw mothers, in the excitement of the mo- 
ment. forget their loved ones. I saw other 
men and other women risk their lives for 
people who had mo claim at all upon them, 
saving the common elaim of humanity.

IN FIREMAN’S CLOTHES.

Another company comes ap with another 
line of hose and attacks the fire from the 
rear. The Acting Chief asks if 1 would like 
to take a hand with the hose, 

He permits me to help hold the nozgzie and 
teaches die how to turn the water off ana on. 
The two streams are kept up for some time 
longer, and now the Chief tells me that we 
have got complete control of the fire, aad in 
afew moments we will be ready for the 
washing dowa process. 

The washing-down process, he explains, is 
a sort orcileaninag-up, as it were, to make 
sure that po smoldering embers remains. 
Deputy Chief Francis J. Keilly, who has 
arrived, comes up and laughingly says: 

‘*‘Why,1l thought you were a little boy 
probably connected with the bailding.*’ 

He turns and introduces Deputy Chief 
Charles D Purroy. ihey both rank next to 
Chief Bonner, and one or the other must be 
present ata fire where a second alarm is 
sent gut. 

Deputy Chief Reilly das tnken ehar 
the fre, and he puts me in charge of the 
Washing-down process. Now,“ he says, 
laughingly, let me see what kind ofa com- 
mander you will make.“ 

‘I quickly proceed to shew bim. Here, 
No. 17, Lcali out, ‘‘some of you just haul up 
this small hose to the third.“ ' 

AN EXCITING DRIVE HOME. 

The Chief laughs. The men obey, 
climb tothe third floor. There I take charge 
of the hose myself. Iorder Lieut. McGinniss 
to stand by my side and to whisper what I 
am to do. Thus we wash down the third 
noor, and then the second, the orders ta 
each instance being given by myself, 

I thought | had about all the experience I 
required after the big Broadway fire, when 
the men had very little time to devote to 
amateur firemen. A narrow escape from a 
falling wall dampened my fireman and 
journalistic emthusiasm. On the return of 
the company to the house I went to my room 
and resumed my womanly apparel. 

Even if lwerea man I would have no am 
bition to be a freeman.

cattle driven ap from Texas by drovers in 
the hope of fading a prefitabie market, but 
few were fortunate emougk to dispose of 
them at more than the cost of the cattle in 
Texas. Had they been able to drive their 
cattie to Sedalia without being molested, 
from where they could have torwarded them 
by rail to St. Louls or Chicago, many for- 
tunes would have bees made in the business. 
Neverin the history ef the State was the 
cattle ranching business at so low an ebb ia 
Texas as in 1866. The grazing lands were 
overrun win cattle for which there was no 
market. 

About thigstime two brothers, Joseph G. 
and thomas McOoy, were living in Central 
lliinois doing a large livestock basiness in 
native cattie costing from $80 to $140 per 
head. Being impressed with the import- 
ante of tue vast numbers of cattle in Texas 
and the dificulties experienced in bringing 
them to the markets of the North, they 
thought of a plan whereby) these extremes 
in values ight De equalized by 
establishing a market and shipping 
center at some accessible point in 
Southern Kansas, where the Southern drover 
ceuld take his stock ummolested aad could 
meet the Northern buyers without fear of 
annoyance from the cattle thieves that had 
worked such fnaseial ruin among the drov- 
ers of Texas during the previous year. The 
McCoys selected Abilene, Kan., as tue best 
point for this enterprise, and within sixty 
Gays after the start was made, the yards 
were ready to receive 5,000 head of cattie. 

During 1867 more than 85,000 head came 
from lea forsale and shipment. 
shipment from Adilene wus on Sept. 5, 1867. 
Toe car containing this shipment was the 
first carload of live stock that ever passed 
over the Kansas Pacific Rallway, and H. u. 
Childress of Texas was the firstto push a 
herd of cattle north after the war. He 
m.ved a drove into Central Iowa and sold 
them at $46 a head, apd he was always on the 
trail with droves ranging from 1,000 to 10,000 
head. In 1/71 he met with heavy losses in 
trade, which prevested him from driving in 
1872. He regained. his fortune, however, by 
gOing into New siexico and capturing 11,000 
Cattle and 3,000 horses which had been stolen 
from renches in Texas. 

There were several trails by which the 
Texas trader could drive his stock to Kan- 
sas, but the principaland most direct one 
was knows as the Cnisholm trail, named for 
the Indian who first passed over it. this 
trailwas direct from the ked River to 
Kansas, Ihe time usually Consumep was 
from twenty-five tothirty days in making 
this drive to the Kansas liné. 

Of the 35,000 cattle that arrived in Abilene 
in 1867, $0,000 were shipped to Uhicago. Tne 
remainder were kKiiled and packed by the 
drovers. This was the result of the year’s 
roundéu of the Cattie trade at Abilene, 

The trail was established in 1867. Tue first 
drive was made from the crossing of the 
Arkansas River at Wichita to abliiene, but 
this proved not to de the most direct route. 
In order to straighten the trail and bring 
the cattle by a more direct route to Abilene a 
corps of engineers was sent to locate the 
line, which they ran due soutk uatil tie 
crossing of the Arkansas was reached. Find. 
ing on the route good water aud an abuna- 
ant of grass sultabie for camping along the 
entire distance this became the popular trail 
over which many thousand herd of 
cattle passed to Abiiene in the foilowing 
year. When the fame of the new town asa 
shipping point spread over the country, 
other towns became jealous. They would 
dispatch runners tothe crossing of the Ar- 
kausas River to induce the drover to turn 
away from Abilene, but while their rivals 
were playing this game, the Mecoys sent 
young men out to prociaim the good tidings 
andthe advantage Abliene offered to tue 
mob-feartng drovers from Texas. 

Capt. mccoy receatiy related to the wrtier 
numerous incidents that occurred at that 
time, wiiich throw a strong light upon how 
the Indians were fed in those days by the 
Indian agents out West. A Texas Urover 
reacued the piace with a drove of young cat- 
tie. He was offered a Food price for his stock 
early in the season, but refu-ed to sell. He 
held his stock till the grass was Killed by the 
frost and bis cattle began to die 
of starvation. At last he struck 
a trade with a government con- 
tractor at$6 a head. He Grove his stock 
over to Fort Laraedand turaed them over 
to the Indian agent at an average of 62 
cents a pound, net weight of 570 pounds, or 
or $37 a head, when the average gross weight 
would not Bave been more than 400 pounds, 
Often cattle are delivered at an agreed ay- 
erage net weight greater thar the stock 
would weigh net when delivered, Unfor- 
tunately the cattie would be stolen from the 
agent at night and resold the next day. It was 
never charged that the agent had done any- 
thing wrong, but the blame was put upon 
the mythical someone else, This noble class 
of patriots were notorious for their abhor. 
rence of money-making. In the words of 
Capt. meCoy, it would take volumes to 
chronicle the benevolence and disinteresteag 
ness of that noble army of men who, twenty- 
five years ago, weat to the front of 
civiligation to offer their services as 
Indian agents. It is to be noted that 
under the present Management the In- 
dians of the plains have for some years past 
received better and more honest treatment 
at the hands of the Government agents; but 
there js yet a desire among some who seek 
Government contracts for furnishing the In- 
dians with beef to obtain the supply for such 
agencies as are furthest. from Civilization, 
where the officers will not very often trouble 
them with their presence, and where the 
facilities for obtaing correct Weight are not 
limited, 

„eit was amusizg,’’ said Oapt. mcCoy, **to 
witness the lively struggle in those days 
among the drovers in the spring to get their 
cattle into the Indian contracts. At that 
time it took about 40,000 beeves to the
